Why Should indiscriminate Gift Giv- | 


ing to Grownups Continue? 

Is the movement fur a safe nnd 
sane fourth of July to be followed by 
one for an economical Christmas? Do 
the mujority of people feel that the 
Christmas present has been as much 
overdone as the firecracker, the toy 
cannon and the pinwheel? 

It must be understood in the ontset | 
that the movement to curtail Cortst- 
tas giving has oo relation to the chil. 
dren. The joy of the little ones in 
their Sauta Claus and his bounty ts 
too beautiful a thing to disturb. It is 
only the presents to the grownups, to 
every Tom, Dick and Harry with 
whom one happens to be acquainted, 
the presents that are a burden and a 
bore both to giver and recipient, that 
it is proposed to abandon. 

Frequently these are given through 
o sense of duty and cannot be af. 
forded by the dovor. Just as frequent- 
ly they are not needed by the one on 
whom they are bestowed. Thus the 
outhiy is not justified. Tis a depriva- 
tion to one without any corresponding 
benetit to the other. The recipient ta 
turn feels it a duty to make presents to 
the giver, presents that perbaps be can! 
ns little afford and that his friend 
as little needs. Thus both have hud to 
make sucritices for which they have 
received no equivalent good. Ut is this 
sort of giving when we expect a re 
turn, this giving through a sense of 
past or prospective obligation, against 
which there is widespread revolt. It 
is not in barmony with the Christmas. 
spirit. It is commercial, onerous and 
lacking in spontaneity. It makes us 
dread the return of the holiday when 
we should welcome it with joy. 

Fortunately the babit is dying out. 
Without any precancerted tmovement 
to that end it is sté#ll being dropped by 
mutual consent, A has reached the 
point of insurgency where he doesn't 
give a hang whether B remembers him 
or not. He will not rack bis brain 
and deplete his pocketbook buying un- 
welcome things for B, only to cause B 
in turn to burl, perhaps grudgingly, 


' equally unwelcome things at his own 


head. All unknown to A the same in- 
surgency has been working in the 
heart of B, and the {irrational custom 
falls of its own weight. In conse 
quence the day on which we celebrate 
the birth of the Son of Man ceases to 
be a bargain counter exchange. 

With the children it is different, We 
give hem for the pure joy of it, 
* without tany hited? redth. Wwe enter’ 
into their joys sud partake of the 
Christinas spirit by sharing it with 
them. Thus we unconsciously fulfill 
the command of him in whose honor 
the day is celebrated and veritably be 
come as little children,

Empiematic,

Druid wus dust the mistletue bad ite 
voturies, The plint bad almost every 
medicinal property, aceording to early 
physiclos, It was belleved to be a 
remedy for ills, puysical, mental and 
sentimental lo puguo days it wus 
dedicated to Olwen, the Celtic Venous, 
and through the ages the plant und 
the tender passion were rather inu- 
mately intwined. Kissing beneath it 
begun so far buck ip history that oo 
one has ever attempted tu trace the 
custom to its youth 

The Druids, in common with almost 
all primitive men, bad a deep rever- 
ence for the idea of the trinity—the 
number three ‘The white berries of 
the mistletoe are often found in groups 
of three, and this circumstance as well 
us the fact that the berries ripen at 
the sucred season, although they flaw- 
er with apple blossoms and wild roses, 
must have linpressed them At all 
events, the white boughs were gather 
ed near the end of the year and played 
part in the ceremonies 
of December 

The Druids did not regard all mistle- 
toe with reverence, or at leust they did 
not gather it in their ceremonies from 
any tree except the oak, which was 
their sacred tree. Now the mistletoe 
aimost never grows on onk trees, Ip 
England, the continent of Europe and 
in America the pretty parasite growth, 
the Viscum album of the botanists, is 
found growing on apple trees, willows, 
larches, sycatnores, poplars, elms and 
many other trees, but very rarely on

8PAIN AND LATIN AMERICA 
A Spanish Professor Says that Spain's 
Foreign Policy Should Face 
Towards South America 
must rescue Latin America 
from the intrigues of the United 
States, declares Prof. Vincente 
Gay, of the ancient University of Val 
ladolid, in the Spana Moderna of Ma- 
drid, to which he contributes a second 
article on South American, He bids tho 
Spanish laborers to turn their eyes to 
the broad, rich acres of South America, 
instead of flocking foolishly to the 
United States, lured by the Yankee 
dollar. ‘We should insist upon the 
common blood of Spain and South Am 
eriea,’’ he says, ‘‘and encourage trado 
and intercourse.’’ The one obstaclo 
to closer relationship between Spain and 
her former colonies is the United States 
which is always interfering in the in 
ternal affairs of the Latin Republics 
although, to be sure, as the professor 
admits, the Republics bring this inter 
vention upon themselves by their own 
misdoings, Te quotes the Chiapas y 
Mexico ae remarking that ‘‘it may be 
that the Northern Republie abuses ites 
power,’’ and sometimes intervenes for 
selfish purposes, yet:
